She Thinks if Je<ii«e Had Been Let Alone 
He ^Vouhl Have Been ^^An Ueuer to 
HiH Country.'*

YeBtei'day ullurnoou the wife of Jesse 
James was visited by a Journal representa- 
tive, lo whom she gave some interesting 
statements concerning those witli whom 
she has be<Mi associated in past years. Mrs. 
James did not go to Kearney Tuesclay 
ni;_'lit, as stated by a morning eontempo- 
rarv. The woman was f(»und at the 
residence of her sister, ^Irs. M(;Bride, 
living oil L ist Seventeenth strcH't. TIkmc, 
with her two children Mrs. James is now 
stopj)nig. She, who has received so much 
lu'wspaper notoriety of late, through the 
actions of her husband, is a woman pre- 
senting rather a pleasing appearance. The 
woman is of the blonde type. Yesterday 
she was dressed in mourning, AVith her 
were lu r twr» cbililren, a boy and a t-irl of 
tender years. The former is a bamlsop^e 
littU' fellow, and showing by bis i-ounten- 
ance that he is i)osse.^sed of more intelli- 
gence than lads of bis a:_'<'. T!ie little girl 
looks like lu-r mother, in t be room wit b 
the little ones were other children amus- 
ing tiiemselves with one of those weapons 
which are a terror to everybody, a biean- 
tlinper. 

Mrs. James ofTored no object icm to an 

interview. She sfxjke of lAnd l»oys, 
who killed her husband, and exi»res8ed 
her.self in harsh terms of their action. She 
stated that la.st fall Cliarley Ford had 
I'ome to her bTi->b;Mid while he was visit- 
ing his mother. Ford .said that he was 
lleeing from oflicers, and asked to be pro- 
tected. Oftetitimes lie had protected .Jesse, 
and the latter proposed on this occasion to 
befriend him. Shortly after Jesse intend- 
ed removing his family to St. Josejih, at.d 
there, he said, (Charles Ferd, with his 
brother Bob, could live and be safe. 

When Mrs. .Tames spoke of the action of 
the boys in killing her husband, she call- 1 
cd them traitors. 'J'hen referring to their \ 
victim with tears in her eyes, and a voice j 
allected with emotion, she said : " I know i 
that Frank find Jessie have dom; wrong, ! 
but they have not been guilty of all witli I 
w hich they have been char;:i d. Jesse 
was as kind to me as he could be ; and for i 
those children he got everything thev I 
asked for. He w^s a reticent man, and 
never ttld me where he intended going, 
but I always had an idea what he was do- 
ing. There's one thing certain, what I do 
know of Jesse w ill never be made pul)lic. 
I'll go to mv i.'r,iVL' without teliiig anything. 
The Ford buys told that Jesse intended 
robbing a bank the night that he was kill- 
ed. Tluil is noi so. 1 kn«w for a certain- 
ty that he never contemplated any such 
tiling. "Wlii'ii Jesi*e was lioiiu' he always 
did what he could about the house. Tlie 
day that he was shot he had been with me 
in the kitchen all the morning, until he 
went into room w ith the boys. I was sick 
at the time, and be helped me because it 
wasn't sale [>> hire a giil. Besides, we 
CMuldn't ;!tr<>rd it. There an' some peo- 
|)ie who lielieve that I have loads of 
n»oney. i hat is not true. Only a few 
hnndu' ! d 'll irs were left me. 

Wlien.les-^e read that l>ick l..ittle Inul 
surrendered he said that Dick was a trai- 
tor and onu'lit to l>e hiin.', and be was a 
trait*>r, too. .lesse us»'d to get the j>apers 
regularly. When the train robbery was 
committed in Arkansas, he read it the 
next morning, lb? was charged by the 
papers with being (onnectod with it. 
>N le n he read it be sjii<l that lu- hoped the 
real robbers would be (;aii;:lil, and then 
the people would .see that he was m>t con- 
nected with every robbery. Wlu n that 
was committed w(! were living on Troost 
avenue, in this city. We had previously 
lived on Ninth street aud Wooiiland ave- 
nue, and I remained one woek at the Dag- 
gett House. Jease wasn't witli uie there 
however. Kansas City was the safest 
place we could get into, tor jteople would 
not suspect us of living here. St Joseph 
was a safe place also. \V e lived there near- 
ly a year, and Jesse went all over the 
t(»w n. When we were living here no one 
know of our presence except my brother, 
who clerks in the city. My sister didn't 
even knf)W it. Jesse used to often visit 
his mother. He told me after his return 
on one trip that he had gotten on thetrain 
at the bridi^e depot. When the conductor 
came along he noticed that he had one 
fiuger off. Upon coming back the second 
time Jesse said he stopped him and asked 
him if he was not Jes.e James, telliug bim 
that Jesse was mious a finger. wKen 
making these trips he was vtry prudent, 
and always careful to avoid otticers. The 
Sunday before he was shot he tuid me 



that he wanted to go tohisnother'fbome 
as sooti as possible toeee<Fobnie^ who was 

shot some time since. 

Ljyjt winter Jesse told me that he 
wanted to settle down oa a farm. We 
couldn't ever keep in one place, though, 
the officers were always after us. We 
lived at Nashville two years under the 
name of Howard, and then were driven 
away. If they (olficers) had just left 
Jesse alone, we wo\4 have lived right and 
J esse would have been an honor to his 
country. 

Of Frank's whereabouts Mrs. James had 
little to say. She etated that she had not 
seen him since last September, \« hen he 

met his wife at their home on Troost ave- 
nue, in this city. It will be remembered 
that during last fall mention was made of 
the presence of Frank's wife at the St. 
James. Then it was that she met her 
husbaiHl. Soon after, the two, according 
Mrs. Jesse James, left for California. 
Jesse's wife stated thai never a Hue of any 
kind was i>assed between the two brothers, 
as it was not considered safe. J'hey often 
met. however. The story that Frank was 
I at Jesse's burial w as considered by Mrs. 
James absurd. She said I'rank ha«1 too 
much sense to expose himself in that 
crowd. ' . 

Mrs. James had nothing to say upon 
the j>robal)ilities of her husband's death 
being avenged. 

Slie will remain in the city for the pres- 
ent, milking her home with her sister.
